One man was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital via helicopter after hitting 
his head while leaping from the 
boat during the rescue. 

A dramatic photo showed 
one of the passengers jumping 
overboard in high swells from 
the stranded schooner.

He said Niagara EMS would support any 
changes to legislation that would protect 
first responders.

Following a pair of recent attacks on 
Ottawa paramedic crews, the Ontario Par¬ 
amedic Association announced this week 
it wants to have special laws or penalties in 
place to help protect first responders. 

Geoff MacBride, president of the organi¬ 
zation which represents paramedics across 
the province, said paramedics constandy 
face threats or displays of violence. 

“The Ontario Paramedic Association is 
very keen on seeing legislative change that 
makes assaulting a paramedic exactly the 
same as assaulting a police officer” said 
MacBride. 

He said ideally, the association would like 
to see both carry the same punishment 

“And that is jail time.” 

“We're going to be taking an active role in 
the coming months in ensuring some sort 


the paramedics to make sure these acts are 
addressed appropriately," he said. 

“Because if th^ie not, the message that's 
sent is that assaulting a paramedic is accept¬ 
able, and it absolutely is not” 

The Niagara Falls Fire Department also 
supports any legislation that would protect 


the safety of all first responders and provide 
deterrents to offenders, said Fire Chief Lee 

“All first responders including fire and 
EMS should be included as we respond 
to medical calls and also have experi¬ 
enced incidents during fire responses,” 

“Any responder — whether it be a nurse, 
a paramedic, a firefighter or a police officer 
— should be protected from violence in the 
workplace," Fort Erie Fire Chief Larry Coplen 
added. 

In Niagara, paramedics receive training 
on how to assess and avoid possible violent 
situations. They also have panic alarms on 
their portable radios and dispatch checks 
in with paramedics on a regular basis when 

A recent study published in the Journal of 
Emergency Medical Services revealed para¬ 
medics are exposed to verbal abuse, intimi¬ 
dation, physical assault, sexual harassment 
and sexual assault 

Of the more than 1,800 paramedics from 
Ontario and Nova Scotia who participated 
in the survey, 75% reported experiencing 
one or more violent episodes during the 
past year 

The most common form of violence was 
verbal assault, while 26% reported being 
physically assaulted. 

MacBride said paramedics face violent 
calls daily due to the nature of their work.

Health Minister

Responding to a scathing report on 


Ontario's health minister and local phy¬ 
sicians are defending the Niagara Health 
System's chief executive officer. 

After the Ontario Health Coalition 
published a report by British interna¬ 
tional health policy expert lohn Lister, 
a senior lecturer on health policy from 
Coventry University in England, provin¬ 
cial Health Minister Dr. Eric Hoskins as 
well as NHS chief of staff Dr. Tom Stew¬ 
art both released statements expressing 
their confidence in the direction of Kevin 
Smith's 2012 supervisors report that rec¬ 
ommended closing five Niagara hospi¬ 
tals and replacing them with a single new 
hospital site to be constructed in Niagara 
Falls. 

“We want to make sure that our hospi¬ 
tals are providing the best care possible 
for Ontarians. That’s why we appointed 
Dr. Kevin Smith to put Niagara Health 
Services in a strong position to deliver 
high quality health care for Niagara 
patients,” Hoskins said. 

In his 15-page review, Lister identified 
a lack of public consultation as a major 
flaw in Smith's original report. 


But Hoskins said there was substantial 
consultation in Smith's report. 

"I am confident in the work that Dr. 
Smith did, which included speaking with 

health care workers,” Hoskins said. 

Meanwhile, he said progress is contin¬ 
uing to be made towards the implemen¬ 
tation of Smith's recommendations. 

"Our government is providing NHS 
with $26.2-million to plan for a new hos¬ 
pital in Niagara Falls and two urgent 
care centres, as proposed by Dr. Smith's 
report,” he said.

plans will enhance the quality of hospi¬ 
tal services. 

“As NHS chief of staff I speak on behalf 
of our physician department leaders, not¬ 
ing Dr. Smith's report provides a strong 
foundation for the overall improvement 
of healthcare in Niagara,” Stewart said.
